QUARANTINE SERVICE EXPEDITED
BY NEW ORDER FROM WASHING-
TON, DR. HOLT'S RECOMMENDA-
TIONS ADOPTED IN FULL.

The quesion as to that portion of the
federal quarantine service at this port,
over which the Oregonian and the lesser
press lights of the metropolis have been
80 much exercised of late, has ai last
been settled by the department at Wash-
ington, which promptly adopted the
recommendations of Dr. John M. Holt,
-

roported
to the wmlersigned by the Polnt Adams
Station of the U B, Life-Baving Servioe.

“As an ald to the early identifioation
and correct reporting of vesels requiring
quarantine inspection and to eliminate
those not requiring inspection, vessels
should fly code signal flags indioating
their last port, and in addition, veasels
from forelgn ports and from San Fran.
cisco direct, should fly the yellow flag.
These flags should be displayed while
at sea, before crossing the bar and shoukl
remain flying until after passing quar-
antine. This is arranged so the Point
Adams lookout, who scans the sea from
Tillamook Head, north beyoml the riven
mouth, may have the earliest opportun.
ity of reporting definitely all vesels ap-
proaching the wonth of the river, Ves.

bar, will be reported as they pasa Polnt
Adams Station, on the river channel at
Hammond, Oregon.

“As o further ald bright new yellow
flags should replace any that may be
solled or faded by use, making their
recognition diffioult at &  distance.
Flags should be so placed as not to be
hidden behind masts or rigging, aml
should be of the largest size obtainable.

“On foggy days steamers and tugs
with sailing vessels should whistle prior
to and while passing the Point Adama
Station, or if passing in before sunrise
or after sunset,

“As yet the Department ha not au-
thorized the extension of the eastern
limita of the quarantine boardin®
grounds beyond Smith's Point. Due
notice will be given if such action is
taken.
